To toe particular, there 
ire gambling dens, houses of prostitu- 
ion, and houses for the clandestine sale 
of intoxicating liquors without license, 
0 say nothing of the daily violations of 
aw by those who are licensed to sell 
plrituous liquors, by making sales to 
Jersons who are known to be habitual 
drunkards. Theso violators of law arc 
ubjects of complaint on the part of our 
:itizena dally, and there seems to be a 
Imposition to charge all the blame on 
he police force. Now we. arc frank to 
ay that we do not'believe that our po- 
ice force are as vigilant as they might 
»nd ought to be in ferreting out these 
>laccs and bringing the violators of law 
ojiwtlcc. We believe they may and 
mght to do much more than they are 
loing in this matter; and while we arc 
ree to express this opinion we say with 
qual emphasis that the citizens gcner- 
Hy are sadly derelict in their duty In 
cgard to the evils complained of. Even 
lie persons w'ho complain about these 
olaces arc unwilling when arrests arc 
jade, and prosecutions are instituted to 
ppeor as witnesses. In several instances 
where arrests have been made by the 
(fleers, they have failed to make out a 
ase, because citizens subpoenaed as wit- 
esses were unwilling to tell all they 
new about the matter. Now then, while 
ve have no disposition to apologize for 
Ulcers who are slack about their duty, 
we do lay this matter right at the door of 
ur citizens and soy, without hesitation, 
iiat the better portion of community is 
argcly responsible for the law being de- 
ed and overrun. If the people will be 
igilant and report violations of law to 
no police, and then, when arrests are 
made, stand by them, an entiiely differ- 
nt state of things would be brought 
bout in a few weeks' time. We have 
poken thus plainly with a view to arous- 
ig both the constabulary and the people
